Tue Commissions appointed from 
home to negotiate new commercial 
treaties with China may well feel 
bewildered by the variety and incon- 
sistency of the advice that is tendered 
them, and the irreconcilability of the 
criticism that is levelled at the drafts 
that are the fruit of their long and 
toilsome negotiations. ‘They musb 
begin to feel that they have made a 
great mistake in not sticking to the 
old fashion of signing the treaty first 
and publishing it afterwards. No 
treaty can possibly please everybody, 
because, a8 we have said, unless ib 
is imposed by a conquering on a 
conquered power, it must be 
compromise; but it seems that a 
treaty which is disclosed _pivce- 
meal as it goes on, pleases nobody, 
The British Government have, 
“A Member of the Chins Associa- 
tion” pointed out in his recent letter, 
solemnly promised that the Treaty 
shall not be concluded before the 
merchants of China have had an 
opportunity of considering it and 
expressing their views. But the 
merchants of China themselves have 
diverse interests and are nob all of 
one mind ; and Hongkong and Shang: 
hai do not take the same view as 
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Blackburn and Manchester. There 
is disagreement even on the funda- 
imental facts, nor are those who have 
given advice to the Commissioners 
always consistent with themselves, 
as the U. S. Secretary of State 
Colonel John Hay pointed out-recent- 
ly somewhat sarcastically to the 
American Association of China. 

‘The letter headed “Tariff Revision” 
which appeared in these columns on 
the 25th of June last over the 
signature of Mr. Archibald Little 
deserved perhaps more attention than 
it has received, considering the 
writer’s long career in China, and 
his special experience of trade in the 
Xangtze Valley and the langes 
province in China, itself the size 
of a European kingdom, Szechuan, 
While Mr. Little has always urged 
the abolition of likia as the first point 
to be secured, be gives it as his 
experience that likin and the des- 
tination tax lotishui together rarely 
equal and uever exceed five per cent, 
making with the import duty ten per 
cent, against the twelve-and-a-half of 
the proposed import duty and surtax. 
“(As everyone who bas had experience 
with likin knows,” he says, “it 1 
not the amount of the likla that 
we suffer feom; it is the delay 
by examination of our goods, and 
the frequent injury caused by such 
examination by the salt and opium 
likin stations, as well as by the num- 
¢rous stations of the Foreign Customs, 
that so serionsly hamper our trade,” 
The proposed new treaty, ag we have 
shown, does not. do away with all 
these stations ; we bave torely on the 
vigilance of our Consuls and the 
appointed officera of the Foreign 
Customs to provent these stations 
being used to delay the transit of 
goods with which they have no proper 
concern. 

Some of the points raised hy Mr. 
Little, the obstruction caused by the 
Foreign Customs to trade on the 
Upper Yangtze, and - the illusory 
nature of the concession of inland 
waters navigation, are dealt with in 
the new treaty, and we have a 

mise of new mining regulations,’ 
which shall more reasonable 
than those now in force. But our 
great object is to increase the pur- 
chasing power of the Chinese so 
that we may sell them more of our 
productions. “We all know,” says 
Mr, Little, “that the encouragement

When these 
tworequisites shall have been granted 
the other great obstacles to trade,— 
absence of roadsand the power of offi- 
cial obstruction to nullify enterprise, | 
native as well as foreign—will in time | 
disappear of themselves.

though I am in favour of granting 

an addition of ten per cent to the 

import duty in exchange for the! 
abolition of likin and all other in-j 
ternal dues, we should, I think, at the 
same time press, as far as we can, for 
the real opening up of the country in 
[freedom and security. Given ihis, 
‘we should obtain not only a quid pro 
quo, but an ultimate incalculable 
gain to our whole import trade, 

“By freedom I mean that a foreigner 
shall be free to do any lawful act in 
the pursuit of his legitimato busi- 
ness, and that our treaties with China 
be so far amended as enable a 
foreigner to establish industries in | 
any part of China, subject only to 
the restrictions of Common Law in his 
dealings with his neighbours; that 
he shall be free to enter into industrial 
partnerships with Chinese and to aid 
them in a opting improved metnods 
of production. By security I mean 
that foreigners shall be at liberty to 
lease land for all such undertakings, 
arranging the terms themselves with 
the native’ owners; and that such 
leases be registerable at the nearest 
Consular Court. The Chinese would 
not suffer by the granting of this 
privilege, for it is notorious that a 
foreigner buying or leasing land in 
China pays, asa rule, ten times as 
much asa native would pry under 
similar circumstances.” 

1c is to be feared that it is in this 
direction that the new treaty does 
not gd nearly as far as could be 
wished, and that it therefore must not 
be accepted as a final answer to our 
demands. Unfortunately, it is 80 
difficult to persuade the Chinese 
that everything that promotes the 
trade between foreigner and Chinese 
is as beneficial to the one side as it 
is to the other. Apparently we shall 
have to accept the new treaty as an 
instalment on account, hoping that 
as enlightenment spreads in China, 
the Chinese government will see 
more and more clearly, the advantage 
of really throwing the empire open 
to foreign trade and industry.

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Snonrix before midnight on Briday the 
fre alarm sounded threo bells, a fire having 
broken out in the premises of the Gom- 
mercial Press and Book Depot, U 41, 
Peking Road.

ly after 2 a.m. the Victorias were able

has not yet been definitely ascertained, but 
tho loss is considerable. The main build- 
ing, whioh contained several newly-import- 
ed machines in addition to the ordinary 
plant, was completoly gutted. Tha type- 
casting machinery, which was in ono of 
the houses at the back, was saved, as was 
alsota quantity of Chinese typo in'a room 
on the East side, The machinery was 
only insured for Tis. 18,000. Tho Oom- 
pany had just undertaken » largo contract 
which would have kept thom fully omployed 
forthreo yevrs, irrespective of other work, 
and the oss on this contract alone will be 
very great, New premises ab the corner 
of Quinsan and Woosung Roads have beenin 
course of erection for some months, bat 
some time must elapse before work can be 
resumed in the now premises. Fortunately 
some of the new plant had not yeb been 
taken out of the godown, or the loss would 
have been still greater. 

We are glad to announce that Captain

SHaxcHar is nob under ayy circumstances 
an easy place in which to get one’s necoss- 
ary quantum of sleep in the two hot 
months, and it is too bad that the repose 
of those who live on or near the Buad 
should be shortened unnecessarily by the 
ceaseless whistling at unreasonable hours 
of tho stoamers that frequent: the wharves 
on both sides of the upper reach, and the 
steam-luuuches at the bund jotties. Most 
of this whistling is absolutely needless, 
and perhaps the harbour master will tell 
the river police to take note of it and 
check it, Another avoidable nuisance to 
those who live on or near the bund is the 
smoke emitted from the funnels of the 
steam-launches at the jetties. Hore the 
Municipal Council might do something ; 
in fact, the whole smoke nuieance here 
requires tackling; the emission of clouds 
of poisonous smoke is an outrage that can 
and should be prevented, just as much as 
the cunnecessary blowing of steamers’ 
whistles and syrons.

But to keep up the value of this 
shooting, the birds must be fairly treated, 
and it is not fair to bring pheasants to the 
market here b-fore the 30th of September. 
Tho usual Municipal notification to this 
effect appows this morning, and it is 
earnvetly to be hoped that the public will 
supyort the Council by absolutely refusing 
to buy or eat pheasants until the close time 
over. The country people will kill 
pheasants in August and September if they 
can get a market for them in Shanghai; 
but they will refrain if the whole com- 
munity here eo-opzrates i refusing to 
tonch a pheasant before the open season 
begins.

which are directly under the management 
of qanlified masters outside the school has| 
created a healthy epirit of rivalry and com- 











potition, Many schoolmasters have gladly 
railed themselves of these tests in the 
place of their final annual examination for 





the whole school, and as the subjects em- 
braced by the examination have such a wide 
range little alteration has been required in 
the school’s curriculum, Others again 
having for various reasons to keep to their 
‘own code have had special classes for those 
examinations. By arranging 2 course of 
mudy for the'year and a test at its close, the 
examination has been a boon toprivate tutors. 
‘Tho University hss admitted candidates 
resident outside England where the same 
papers are set and the replies sent home to 
the same officers of the University for cor- 
rection. Last year over fifteen thousand 
students competed, of whom some thirteon 
hundred were living abroad. Proofs are in 
evidence that the keen competition has 
helped to raise the standard of the schools 
where the examinations have been adopted. 
Tt was an encouraging fact to colonial can- 
didates that beat senior boy and girl in 
the examination of 1900 were educated at a 
school in Jamaica. The University has! 
permitted a centre to be formed in Shanghai, 
where examinations wero held in 1900 and, 
1901. In the former year there were seven' 
candidates who sucoseded in satisfying the 
examiners, and by way of encourage- 
ment the most successful senior candidate 
was rewarded locally with a gold watch by 
an iuterested resident. Last year there were 
fewer successes, but one succeeded in 

















obtaining a 3rd class in the Senior Examina- 
tion. The wide range of the eubjects from: 
which the candidates can select should 
enable any boy or girl with average ability 
to obtain a “pass.” But the local Com- 
mittee, seeing the awakening interest 
Shanghai is taking in the education of its 
youth, hope that one day they may have the 
pleasure of announcing that some boy or 
girl from the Shanghai centre has obtained 
the honour of heading the entire list.

Will Russia 
evacuate Manchuria, or not? A solution of 
this question solves another, ‘and that is— 
will there be war in the Far Kast ? Major- 
General Dorward says there will undoubted- 
ly be war unless Russia evacuates’ Manchuria 
according to terms of the agreement which 
the Anglo-Japanese sgreement ~ forced 
that country to make with China. He 
believes, however, that Russia will go after 
seeing that Japan will not submit to her 
remaining. :

Russia has now 80,000 men in the 
garrisons of Manchuria, and, as is the 
custom of the country, they will remain 
as long as they are permitted to. The 
policy ‘of Russia, says Major General 
Dorward, while it may not be admirable 
from the point of view of the fair-minded, 
certainly has its advantages. Russia always 
remains in control of any disputed territory, 
until, by show of arms, it is obliged to 
recede, and then the back «lown is graceful 
and polite, but goes no further than neces- 
sary, and the Czar’s troops are ever ready to 
steal back again. 

General said Great Britain hes 
her strongest gatrison in North China at 
Shanhaikuan—the coast terminus of the 
railway to Peking, there being but 250 men 
at the Chinese capital. ‘The force at 
Shanhaikuan will likely be augmented to 
five regiments, probably mostly Indian 
troops. ‘The Germans have about 800 men, 
and the French and Japanese about 500 
men each. It may be eventually that 
Britain and Japan will maintain

THE MURDER IN 
HUNAN. 


22nd August. 


THE news which we have received 
by wire from one of our own corres- 
pondents in Hunan, of the murder of 
two China Inland Missionaries at the 
fu city of Chenchou in Hunan ina 
riot, must come as a very di-tres- 
sing shock to all who hoped that the 
era of anti-missionary riots was at 
anend, From Hunan we have had 
particularly cheerful and reassuring 
reports of the cordiality with which 
the returning missionaries were wel~ 
comed after their exodus two years 
ago: and there seemed every resson 
to believe that the traditional hatred 
of foreigners in Hunan had given 
way to respectful toleration if not 
actual frienHiness, From wh 
knew of their character we had 
grounds for hoping that personal 
Knowledge of foreigners would con- 
vert the Hunanese frem our bitterest 
enemies into our best friends. The 
China Inland Mission station at 
Chenchou, the scene of the inurder, 
was opened four years ago, and the 
two missionaries whose loss we 
deplore were not new-comers to 
China, Mr. J. R. Bruce, a native of 
Australia, aged thirty, having been 
nearly six years in the country, and 
Mr. R. H. Lowis, a native of England, 
aged thirty-two, nenrly three years. 
It is most melancholy to see two 
promising young men, devotin, 
their lives to the enlightenment an 
civilising of the Chinese, thus rath- 
lessly cut off so early in their career. 
Aceording to a telegram received by 
the China Inland Mission. here the 
riot was caused by rumours that the 
missionaries had been dispensing 
poisonous medicines. It is sad that 
the Chinese masses should still be 
liable to be roused to murderous 
frenzy by such malignant ramonrs. 
The only remedy is that which the 
missionaries themselves are constant- 
ly applying; the dissipation of the 
ignorance and credulity that make 
these outbreaks possible. 

Details of the riot are on their 
way to Shanghai, and we must await 
their arrival. It will be interest. ng 
to learn what connection the demoli- 
tion of the imperial post office had 
with the murder. The extension of 
this institution has caused a great 
deal of discontent among the old 
native post offices, and it is not im- 
possible that people connected with 
and dependent on the old system 
fomented the riot. There is no 
doubt that ifthe death of Messrs. 
Bruce and Lowis was due to any 
laxity on the part of the officials of 
Chenchou, the Viceroy Chang Chih- 
tung will deal sternly with them,

most favoured nation treatment in 
China enter into the same engage- 
ments ; 
2) And that their assent is neither 
directly or indirectly made dependent 
on the granting by China of any 
political concession, or of any exclu- 
sive commercial concession. 

And if all the Treaty Powers have 
not accepted Article VILL by the 
Ist of January 1904, the enforcement 
of its provisions shall be postponed | 
until they have accepted it. Section 
16 stipulates that when the abolition 
of internal taxation has been finally 
decided upon and sanctioned, an 
edict to that effect shall be published 
on “ yellow paper” throughout the em- 
pire, and it shall state that the Provin- 
cial High Officials are responsib'e for 
the severe punishment and removal 
from his post of any official disregard- 
ing the letter or spirit of its injunc- 
tion. It cannot be doubted that the 
high officials have the power if they 
have the wiil to enforce the complete 
abolition of likin. We have every 
reason to believe that they will, if! 
Article VIII is accepted, see that its) 
conditions are faithfully observed. | 

Article IX contains an agreement, 
which will be very heartily welcomed, 
that China will recast ‘her. mining 
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anxious to assist in the development 
of her mineral resources shall not be 
worse off “than they would under 
generally accepted foreign regula- 
tions.” je X deals with the In- 
land Navigation regulations, those of 
1898 having been found impractic- 
able. As to these there is still some 
difference of opinion among the 
treaty negotiators, and it would per- 
haps be as well to pass over con- 
sideration of this article until its 
terms have been finally settled. It 
seems cer however, that one 
important point has been gained, and 
that British merchants will be allowed 
to secure g»downs and jetties on the 
banks of waterways, to keep Chinese 
agents at these places, and to visit 
them from time to time at their dis- 
cretion. In the elevegth article it is 
provided that if so desired by either 
the British or Chinese Government, 
a local Joint Commission shall be 
appointed to detine the limits of the 
open ports, Article XI is quite an 
ornamental one. It says that China 
is very anxious to reform and west- 
ernise her judicial system, that Great 
Britain will willingly assist her in 
that reform, and will when satisfied 
that she can safely do so, relia- 
quish her extraterrit rial rights in 
China. There is little likelihood that 
this condition wil obtain for a long 
time ; but whenever China begins to 
feel a genuine desire to shake off the 
trammels of exterritoriality, she will 
be able to quote this article as a 
proof that Great Britain bad the 
concession in contemplation in 1902. 
The thirteenth article which, as Mr. 
Dudgeon mentioned in his address, 
was with the twelfth inserted in the 
treaty at the instance of the Chinese, 
provides for an international com- 
mission in which Great Britain agrees 
to join, to investigate the missionary 
question, “and, if possible, to devise 
means for securing permanent peace 
between converts and non-converts.” 
Whether such a commission will 
ever be formed is very doub ful ; itis 
well unders‘ood that there would be no 
trouble as far as Protestant missions 
areconcerned, but it is not likely to be 
such plain sailing with the Romam 
Cathotic missions. “Article XLV refers 
to that very important q testion, the 
export of rice. Under the 1858trea'y of 
‘Tientsin British merchants are al!ow- 
ed to export rice, ete., from one port 
of China to another under certain 
conditions; but it has happened trom 
time to time that unscrupulous native 
officials have t-mporarily prohibited 
the export on various grounds, and 
have then made money by exporting 
it themselves. By this new article 
it is agreed that the Chinese Govern- 
ment may, on giving one month’s 
notice, prohibit the shipment of rice 
from any particular district in 
cases of eXpec ed scarcity or famine 
but if during the existence of 
this prohibition the officials allow

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hibition shall ipso facto be can- 
celled and shall not be reimposed 
without six weeks’ notice. Mean-' 
while, tribute or army rice (which 
may be required to keep the official 
granaries up to the legal standard of 
fallness) may be shipped during the | 
time of prohibition ; but at the time 
when the prohibition is notified the ;

The imposition and 
removal of prohibitions are to be} 
notified by the Governors of the 
provinces concerned ; and finally, the | 
export of rice, ete. to foreign coun- 
tries remains prohibited. 

There is only one more article to 
the Treaty, No. XV. The full text 
of this is as follows :— 

“Tt is agreed that either of the 
High Contracting Parties to this 
‘Treaty may demand a revision of the 
Tariff at the end of 10 years; but if 
no demand be made on either side 
within 6 months after the end of the 
first 10 years, then the Tariff shall re- 
main in force for 10 years more, reck- 
oned from the end of the preceding 10 
years ; and so it shall be at the end 
of each successive 10 years, 

“Avy Tariff conéession which 
Chiua may hereafter accord to articles 
ofthe produce or manufacture of any 
other State shall immediately be 
extended to similar articles of the 
produce or manufacture of His Bri- 
tannic Majesty’s dominions by whom- 
soever imported. 

“Treaties already existing be- 
tween the United Kingdom and 
China shall continue in force in so 
far as they are not abrogated or 
modified by stipulations of the pre- 
sent Treaty.” 

The acceptability of this treaty 
hangs mainly on the question whe- 
ther the promise to abolish all likin or 
similar taxation on foreign goods can 
be carried out in the spirit as well as 
the letter. The Chinese high odticials 
say it can, and in this connection it 
may be noted that the stipulated 
surtax on foreign imports and on 
exports “shall be held not to form 
part of the Imperial Maritime Cus- 
toms revenue proper, but thongh

AN IRREPARABLE 
Loss. 


23rd August. 


Tue world has been looking 
forward for some years to the 
appearance of the late Mr. Pethick’s 
Life of Li Hung-chang. Granting 
the very pronounced faults that dis- 
figured’ his character and career, Li 
was a great man, the foremost man 
for some decades in a homogeneous 
nation of some three hundred and 
fifty millions of individuals; and a 
real, trustworthy, account of his life 
would be of the deepest interest to 
every one. So-called lives of Li exist 
already, and more will appear 
collections of dry husks, painful'y 
extracted from old _ blue-books 
and back volumes of the “North- 
China Herald,” with stories that have 
formed part of the gossip of the 
treaty ports of China for forty years, 
and such reminiscences as ‘good- 
natured people who came in con- 
tact with Li at some period or 
other of his career could be induced 
to recall from the recesses of their 
memory. Then there is the official 
life of Li which the family of the 
great man of Anhui have com- 
missioned a distinguished Chinese 
scholar to write, which we may safely 
prophesy will not appear for some 
years, aud will be very long, very full 
of trivial details, of doubtful veracity, 
and utterly unreadable. But one 
man there was who .knew Li 
thoroughly and had known him in- 
timately for a long term of years, 
who knew his greatness and his 
weaknesses, his private as well 





as his pablic affairs, his goings 
out and bis comings in. That 
man was the late Mr. Pethick. 


He had made it the welcome labour 
of his recent years to write a life of 
the great patron whom he served so 
faithfully, and he had made very 
great progress with his self-imposed 
task, Those who have been: privil- 
eged, and they were very few, to read 
portions of the manuscript profe 
themselves enchauted with it. The 
style, they said, was not particularly 
polished, but it was vigorous, straight- 
forward writing and as deeply in- 
teresting as a biography can be; and 
such a life as that of Li Hung-chang 
must be fall of the deepest interest. 
When Mr. Pethick died prema- 
turely, there was great anxiety to 
know who held this precious manu- 
script, and very large sums were 
offered for it by eager publishers. 
Every possible search has been made 
for it, but it has entirely disappeared ; 








so entirely, that by-and-by we shall, 
no doubt, be confidently assured that 
it never existed except in Mr. 
Pethick’s imagination. 

There are various theories current 
in the north to account for the dis- 
appearance of this precious manu- 
script. One is, that Mr. Pethick 
destroyed it himself. It has already 
been mentioned in these columns 
that towards the close of his life Mr. 
Pethick saw reason to entirely change 
the opinion he had held for many 
years of Li's greatness; and it is 
suggested that when this very im- 
portant change came over him, he 
found that it would be necessary to 
recast. his book so extensively 
that in a fit of disgust he de- 
stroyed it altogether. This is a 
possible solution; on the other hand 
no friend or servant of Mr, Pethick 
can remember seeing at any time:any 
such débris as the destruction of such 
a bulky manuscript as this was must 
have left, Then it was thought 

sible that the manuscript might 

ave been carried away by accident 

in one of the old boxes that were 
removed from Mr. Pethick’s quarters 
when he died, and the coolies were 
offered a large reward for its re- 
covery; but this was unsuccessful, 
Another suggestion is that the manu- 
script was taken away by some mem- 
ber of the Li family, or at ti 
instigation of some Chinese official 
who feared that it might contain 
unwelcome disclosures, or compromise 
people now in high places in Peking 
or the provinces. Considering how 
blunt and outspoken Li could be at 
times, how thoroughly he saw through 
and despised the native tools that he 
used, it is very probable that Mr. 
Pethick’s manuscript did contain a 
great deal of matter whose publica- 
tion would flutter many dovecots : 
and this seems the most probable 
solution of the enigma, ‘There is 
another theory, however; that the 
manuscript was taken by some for- 
eigner who knew its value, and who 
is keeping it hidden, either for his 
own use, or for sale hereafter when 
such excitement as has been cause:l 
by its mysterious disappearance has 
died out. 4 

Meanwhile, if the manuscript is 
really destroyed, its loss is simply 
irreparable. No one, not even the late 
Mr. Michie, knew Li Hiwng-chang and 


ed |had earned his confidence, as Mr. 


Pethick did. It is no exaggeration to 
say that the whole world is the 
poorer by the disappearance of 
“Pethick’s Life of Earl Li” Who 
can say now authoritatively what 
was the real character of the late 
Viceroy? Was he a patriot or a 
traitor? A Bismarck or a Machia- 
velli? Is he responsible for the 
present condition of China, or did 
he do anything to prevent that 
condition being much worse than it is? 








Of his abilities there is no question ; 
but-was his devotion to his country’s 
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interest so warped by his love of 
money that his great abilities proved 
more of a curse to his country than a 
blessing? These questions and many 
others can now probably never be 
satisfactorily answered, while Mr. 
Pethick’s book would at least have 
greatly aided in their solution.

THE RIGHT BANK OF 
THE AMUR. 


25th Angust. 

Russia has bound herself by so 
many engagements not to remain 
permanently in Manchuria and not 
to annex any Chinese territory, that 
we feel sure that the correspondent 
of the “Standard” at Odessa must 
be misinformed when he wires that 
“ Russia’s fulfilment or repudiation of 
her agreement to evacuate Manchuria 
depends upon the question of the 
retention or retrocession of the right 
bank of the Amur.” This territory, 
it will be remembered, was seized 
by Russia immediately after the 
Blagovestchensk massacre, the Chi- 
_ nese being driven out and their towns 
destroyed. The territory was solemuly 
dedicated to Russia with services in 
which Generals and priests took part : 
but when Prince Oukhtomsky was 
here in October 1900 he was urgent 
in insisting that notwithstanding this 
dedication Russia would faithfully 
keep her promise not to do anything 








to imp the integrity of China, 
‘There is a general fear that a pretext 
will be found to delay the evacuation 
of Manchuria: but it is impossible 
that the retrocession of the right bank 
of the Amur can be used for that 


purpose. 





OBSTACLES 

TO BRITISH TRADE. 
25th August. 

RECENT events in the industrial 
and commercial worlds have not been 
without some result on the generally 
too optimistic British public. What 
has been done in the military world by 
the war, has to a certain extent found 
its counterpart in the realms of the 
merchant and the manufacturer. In 
other words, Great Britain has begun 
to wake up to the true’ position of 
affairs ; not, be it noted, to any ex- 
tent, so far, amongst the rank and 
file, but in the ranks of those to 
whom the rank and file have hitherto 
looked for guidance and hove lately 
looked in vain. It is satisfactory to 
note that at any rate the obstacles to 
British trade are at last to receive 
expert attention. The Cornmercial 
Committee of the House of Commons, 
of which Mr, L. Sinclair, M.P., is the 
Hon, Sec., is pledged to go thoroughly 
into the matter. [twill take the wid- 
est possible outlook, get the most up- 
to-date information, study the latest 
developments, and examine into the 
difficulties that are put in the way of 
trade, not only by nature and our 
rivals, but by ourselves ; and there is 
asort of feeling abroad that these 
last will be by no means the least, 
It is also intended to launch forth 
into legislation if it be found desir- 
able; and as trade in times gone by 
has been not a little hindered by 
laws that meant well, it is hoped that 
the experience so gained may render 
any new efforts as useful as some of 
the o!d were detrimental. The com- 
mittee has determined to make a 
continuous, systematic, and practical 
study of its subject: and from this 
we gather that we have at last a sort 
of Parliamentary Chamber of Com- 
merce, which has long been wanted, 
and which, well-managed, should be 
of untold benefit to British trade. It 
expects to find not a few obsolete 
and prejudicial enactments still en- 
cumbering the British statute book 
to the detriment of the British mer- 
chant and the encouragement of his 
rivals. It is certain to discover, if 
discover is the word to be used for 
what is known to exist, much lack of, 
business-like methods, not in the 
Governmental departments only, but 








even amongst the ranks of industry [ 


themselves. When all this has been 
successfully accomplished, the Com- 
mittee hopes by suitable legislation 


to give effect to the demands of pre-| 


sent-day traders. 
The programme is wide, difficult, 
and long. So protracted will its 


duties prove that, as we have hinted, 
the newly-constituted body may well 
be compared with Tennyson’s brook, 
in that it must go on for ever, 
No success is to be expected unless 
there be forthcoming the most loyal 
support from Chambers of Commerce 
and other commercial and industrial 
bodies. Neither will the best results 
be achieved unless our diplomacy 
igets rid of the anti-commercial 
attitude, the high and mighty tone, 
which has all too frequently char- 
acterised it in the past. We have 
too recently written on the improve- 
ments requisite to bring our Consular 
service up to the high standard 
required, to make it desirable for us 
to refer at length to that important 
branch of our present subject. Suffice 
it to say, therefore, that it is with no 
little pleasure that we find our Board 
of Trade contemporary of one opinion 
with ourselves in that matter, Pro- 
gress must necessarily be somewhat 
slow. British trade was not built up 
in a day, neither will it be destroyed 
inaday. The subjects into which 
the Committee will have to go 
are complicated and difficult. Re- 
cent Continental attempts to make 
tariff changes show that Customs 
duties are no longer the simple things 
they once were. Other nations have 
to be considered, conflicting interests 
to be arranged, ‘So far ns we are con- 
cerned, the Committee will have to 
examine carefully into the effect of 
high protective duties such as those of 
the United States and Germany, and 
upon the power of those countries to 
compete with us in foreign markets ; 
and it will have to determine how, 
if this protection is persisted in, the 
British producer is to mect such’ one- 
sided competition. It will doubtless 
look carefully into the advantages 
nted to Continental shippers by 
ritish ships, and decide whether 
the game thus played is worth the 
candle, ‘I'hen there are our delight~ 
ful patent laws to be examined, and 
probably condemned as pernicious 
and crushing taxes on the nation’s 





rains, ‘There are faulty factory 
acts and other efforts which the 
Mother of Parliaments has, with 


every desire to do the right thing, 
permitted herself to achieve, but 
which framed by inexpert hands 
have had :the common results of 
grandmotherly rather than motherly 
legislation. 

‘All these things, and many more, * 
will in due course come before the 
newly-formed body for consideration. 
The time is opportune. Mr. Morgan 
has been in the land; so have the 
Colonial Premiers. Men of this 
stamp are nothing if not stimulating. 
‘Then the war is over, and the world’s 
opinion of us has undergone a change 
within the last few months. ‘The 
tenacity which carried a difficult and 
costly task through to a successful 
issue has not {been exhibited alto- 
gether in vain, neither has the ease 
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with which the financial burden has 
been borne. Greater attention is 
being paid in all our large schools 
and.colleges to the commercial side 
of education, and altogether, tha new 
Committee begins its labours under 
the most promising circumstances 
for finding out the truth and, we 
hope, enabling the nation to profit 
by it. 











THE FUTURE OF 
MANCHURIA. 


26th August. 

‘Cue account published recently in 
a British Columbian newspaper of 
‘an interview with General Dorward, 
in which the gallant General express- 
ed his belief that war between Japan 
and Russia was inevityble unless 
Russia carried ont faithfully her 
promise to China to evacuvte Man- 
churia, has naturally attracted mach 
interest in the Far East, althongh it 
must be remembered that interviews 
in American newspapers must not be 
allowed the force of official utterances, 
Our French contemporary here de- 
voted a column to the subject in 
its yesterday's issue: we must not 
enquire how far the “Echo de 
Chine” is authorised to spenk for 
Russia, but its remarks on the state- 
ments attributed to General Dorward 
are interesting cnongh in theinselves 
to be worth notice. ‘The writer 
begins with the cynical remark that 
“Russia has promised to evacuate 
Manchuria exactly as England has 
promised to evacuate Egypt.” There 
is, of course, no analogy whatever 
between the occupation of Minchuria 
by Russia_and the occupation of 
Egypt by Great Britain, but to those 
who do not care fir the trouble of 
learning whit the so-callel British 
occupation of Egypt really is, the 
phrase is no doubt convincing enough. 
“There wiN always,” our coutem- 
porary goes.on to say, “ be Boxers 
and brigands enough in Manchuri 
to enable the Russian Governmen 
to find sufficient exeuse fr the 
maintenance of the occupation of the 
country. Daring this time Russia will 
build new railway lines, consolidate 
the existing one, establish everywhere 
places of busine-s, inerease her 
terests tenfold, and retard evacua- 
tion until time has hibituated 
politicians and journalists to con- 
sidering the retreat of the Russian 
forces as an impossibility :” and during 
that time, no doubt, the Chinese 
Eastern Railway will con inue to 
pour goods of all kinds into Man- 
churia from Dalny and Port Arthur 
free of all import duties, hecanse the 
Chinese Imperial Mar-time Customs 
is only concerned with goods trans- 
ported by sea and has niihing to do 
with those transport «d by rail. The 
“Echo de Chine” gues on to say 
that General Dorward’s estimate of 
the Russian troops in Manchuria at 
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80,000 men must be multiplied four 
times to give a just idea of the 
force devoted to the direct or in- 
direct protection of Manchuria. It 
continues: “The warlike humour of 
the little Nippons is, in general, well 
controlled by the statesmen of Japan. 
The people may desire war, but the 
Japanese Government is wiser than 
the people. It will not allow itself 
to be drawn into an adventure which 
Russia perhaps desires, but which 
would give a fatal blow to the de- 
velopment. of the Japanese Empire. 
It is easy, in fact, to foresee that the 
first discomfiture that would fall 
upon Japan would be her abandon- 
ment by England, ‘which grants 
alliances, but does not ask for them.’ 
‘The army which Japan could dis- 
embark in Manchuria would last just 
as long as the first winter it passed 
there. The Russians would starve 
it and let it freeze where it lay. 
It will be the victim of the climate, 
and will probably be annihilated 
befora it his been engaged in one 
serious battle” (A French writer 
might have been expected to re- 
member how the hopes of the first 
Czar Nicholas, that the climate would 
annihilate the Allies in the Crimea, 
were frustrated.) “‘The Russians, in 
order to be able to exercise a closer 
and better defined supervision over 
Japan, and calm its ardour, will 
occupy Hokkaido, and return it to 
Japan when they return Manchuria 
to China. England will watch over 
India, and that is why, occupied as 
she is with her own affairs, she 
will have no leisure to interest herself 
in Japan.” 

The value of what we have trans- 
lated above depends on whether it is 
merely the speculation of an Anglo- 
phobie French journalist, or does 
really represent what is passing in 
the minds of those who direct Russian 
affairs in the Far Eist, What seems 
certain is that Russia, notwithstand- 
ing all her promises, has very little 
intention of evacuating Manchuria, 
Mr. Henry Norman, M.P., has lately 
been travelling in Russia, and he 
has published a very interesting book, 
“Allthe Russias,” in which he ex- 
presses very freely his admiration of 
| Russia, and urges that Great Britain 
|should’ throw off her suspicions and 
jeome to a good and lasting under- 
standing with her. He says that 
what is thought in England to be 
[one of the serious obstacles to the 
| achievement of this understanding 
jis Russia's action in China, but he 




















jurges that in China Russia has! 


already got what she wants, namely, 
| the control of Manchuria and a free 
{rail route to a fortified harbour 
‘upon the open sea. Mr. Norman 
by his abilities and the close at- 
tention he has given to political 
matters in Asia has raised himself 
toa position in which he is regarded 
in the House of Commons as an 
authcrity; and it seems that he 








regards with complacency the rup- 
ture by Russia of all her engage- 
ments as to Manchuria. General 
Dorward, on the other hand, who 
would not speak lightly on such a 
grave matter, is represented as saying 
that if Russia does not evacuate 
Manchuria, Japan will regard her 
action as a provocation to war; and 
if things should take this turn, and 
France should come to the assistance 
of her ally, the Anglo-Japanese 
agreement comes automatically into 
force. This is a very serious posi- 
tion to contemplate; on the other 
hand, we may be quite sure that not 
one of the four Powers mentioned is 
anxious to go to war with anyone; 
and we have little doubt that i 
Russia is convinced that Japan is 
in earnest, she will give way, and 
Japan will build a bridge for her by 
which she may retire without loss of 
prestige. Thut responsible Russians 
believe for a moment that a war with 
Japan for Manchuria would result in 
the annihilation of the Japanese 
forces in one winter, and the annexa- 
tion by Russia of the northern island 
of Japan, Hokkaido, is not to be sup- 
posed. ‘It is possible that the 
“Novoe Vremys’s” proposal as to 
Afghanistan is inten®&d to divert 
England’s attention from Russia's 
action in Manchuria. 








THE RETIREMENT OF 
LORD SALISBURY. 


27th August. 

On the 10th of July last Mr, 
Labouchere, who is undoubtedly one 
of the best-infurmed men in the 
House of Commons, wrote in “Truth”: 
“The Inner Cabinet seems determined 
to force both Lord Salisbury and Sir 
Michael Hicks Bench, if possible, into 
resigning.” Four days afterwards the 
resignation of the Prime Minister 
and the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
was announced. It is not, however, 
necessary to believe that their action 
was really due to any pressure on 
the part of the Inner Cabinet. Ib 
was an open secret for a long time 
before that Lord Salisbury, who has 
never been the same man since the 
death of his wife, had made up his 
mind to resign as soon as the 
Boer war was over. If the Corona- 
tion had taken place on the date 
original'y fixed, he would have wait- 
ed tohand in his resignation until 
the King and Queen were crowned : 
but the “weary Titan,” “the last of 
the Giants,” as he has been aptly 
called, takes no pleasure in public 
ceremonials, and it is certain that he 
was heartily glad to escape the 
pageant in Westmins'er Abbey, a 
trying ordeal fer all engaged in it, 
esp>cially trying in the summer heat 
to a tired-out man of seventy-two. 
There were current rumours in 
London this spring that the relations 








between the King and Lord Salisbury 
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were not very cordial, and Lord 
Solisbury’s absence from the Corona- 
tion has been quoted as confirming 
these rumours ; but London is full of 
gossip of this kind about the Court, 
most of it unfounded and all of 
it grossly exaggorated. 

It is certain that there is no states- 
man of either party in Parliament 
now of Lord Salisbury’s calibre. 
During the latter part of his career 
as Prime Minister he has been often 
accused of indolence and indifference; 
he was really a very tired man, with 
an immense burden on his shoulders. 
Prince Bismarck’s alleged description 
of him as “a lath painted to look 
like iron” bas often been quoted, 
for he scemed often to give way 
unduly when he was tackled. We 
have often had to complain of his 
apparent weakness and ignorance of 
the conditions here in his de: 
with affairs in China; but an 
China hand who had an interview 
with him not long ago was surprised 
at the completeness of his knowledge 
and appreciation of the situation 
here. Our foreign policy during the 
last three years has been necessarily 
influenced by the Boer war ; conces- 
sions otherwise objectionable have 
had to be made to prevent the inter- 
ference in that war of any European 
Power; and itis the highest proof of| 
Lord Salisbury’s skill as a Foreign 
Minister that he succeeded in pre- 
venting any interference, considering 
how almost universally Continental 
feeling was on the side of the Boers. 
It is generally recognised at home 
that in Lord Lansdowne he has a 
most able and competent successor, 
and that cur foreign relations are 
perfectly safe in his hands. Lord 
Salisbury was never a popular man, 
for he has none of the arts of the 
demagogue, nor any sympathy with 
the middle or lower classes; he is a 
typical aristocrat in feeling, with an 
aloofness that negatives any approach 
to familiarity. 

Mr. Balfour, the new Prime Minis- 
ter, is a man of a very different type. 
Heigundoubtedly one of the cleverest 
men in the House of Commons, but 
he is constitutionally indolent, and it 
is difficult to interest him in the 
details even of Bills for which he is 
officially responsible. He is one of, 
the most popular men in the House; 
he is by no means a fluent speaker, 
hesitating in bis delivery, either 
naturally or by design, in the typical 
Engiish’manner. The strongest man 
in the Government is Mr. Chamber- 
Jain, and Mr. Balfour, lacking the 
prestige and power of his uncle, the 
late Premier, is likely to have some 
trouble in controlling his very self- 
willed lieutenant. Mr. Balfour's voice 
and manner are most winning, and 
if he is once heard speaking, it 
is very easy to understand the 
charm he exerts over all who come 
in contact with him. Whether he 
can prove himself a statesman re- 








mains to be seen. He is somewhat 
handicapped by his relations. His 
brother Gerald has never done any- 
thing to justify his position as a 
Cabinet Minister. His cousin, Lord 
Cranborne, has shown himself very 
inept as the representative of the 
Foreign Office in the House of Com- 
mons. He is not a taking speaker, 
he has nothing of the personal 
presence of his father, and his want 
of tact was shown in his recent re- 
mark in his speech on the Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance; the remark was 
evidently one of his father’s epigrams, 
but not intended to be blurted out 
in public, Lord Selborne’s only 
ualification for the post of First 
rd of the Admiralty is that 
he is married to Lord Salisbury’s 
daughter; and Lord Hugh Cecil 
is a clever fanatic who must 
always be a thorn in the side 
of the leader of his party. Mr. 
Balfour's strength is that while Lord 
Salisbury was universally respected, 
his successor is regarded with real 
affection by everyone in the House. 
The resignation of Sir Michael 
Hicks Beach must be a serious blow 
to Mr. Balfour. He was regarded 
as a safe man on both sides of the 
House, and his provision of the funds 
required for the Boer war without 
undue disturbance of the money 
market has done him great credit. As 
a convinced free-trader, he probably 
did not personally approve of the corn 
duty, which stakes great deal more 
from the consumer than it gives to 
the Treasury; but he probably was 
forced to make this concession to 
Mr. Chamberlain, who is known to 
favour the scheme proposed many 
years ago by Rudyard Kipling of 
free trade within the Empire and 
protection outside His own ex- 
lanation of his resignation is that 
rd Salisbury’s retirement broke up 
all the traditions of his political life; 
itis generally assumed that it was 
due to the more important position 
which Mr. Chamberlain will assume 
in the new Cabinet. Meanwhile it 
is to be feared that the Cabinet 
under Mr. Balfour will lack the 
cohesion which was impressed on it 
by Lord Salisbury’s preponderating 
personality.

The Chinese Recorder and Missionary 
Journal, August, 1902. 

The number before us of this monthly 
Missionary publication has a gond deal to 
tell us about educational matters. The 
opening article on “The Present Edu- 
cational Stwtus in North-China” is an ad- 
dress delivered at the Triennial Meeting of 
the Educational Association of China by the 
Rey. D. Z. Shefield, D.D. From one #0 
well qualified to speak on this subject, we 
naturally look for something above’ the 
average; nor are we disappoiated in 
this “respect. in the paper before 
us. One feels, however, that a little 
faller discussion of this important subject 
would not have been unacceptable to the 
many who take an interest in it. 

Perhaps the most interesting and in- 
structive article is that on ‘Industrial 
Education in China,” paper read botore 
the Triennial Meeting of the Educational 
Association of China by the Rev. William 
N Brewster, of Hinghua, Fukien. The 
two “root questions” in connection with 
the problem of industrial education for the 
Chineso, Is it desirable? and, Is it, prac- 
ticable?’ are ably and fully discussed, and 
one rises from. the perusal of the paper 
with the conviction that tho writer fas 
made out a good case in support of his 
view of the matter. Any one who has 
given any attention to the subject at all 
must feel how true are Mr. Brewster's 
opening remarks :—Iu no country upon 
earth is the divorce between education and 
physical labour more complete than in 
China; and in no nation is education more 
utterly impracticable, nor toil more un- 
profitable and laborious ‘The reason for 
this is plain. Labouring men are invari- 
ably uneducated, educated men are always 
both unable and unwilling to labour, how. 
ever poor they may be. Better sponge off 
their relatives or even starve. This attitude 
of the educated classes in China toward all 
physical labour is ruinous to the whole 
nation. It makes the toiler servile, 
hopeless, brutal, incompetent It, makes 
the literati vain,’ selfish, tyrannical.” Lower 
down is the pertinent question, “ Why 
is the industrial regeneration of China so 
difficult?” ‘The answer given seems to us 
to hit the nail on the heal. It is because 
the educated man wears long sleeves, and 
coats, and finger nails. He wants it so, 
because his civilization has taught him that 
kind of physical labour is disgraceful 
to him. The incident is given of how Lord 
Charles Beresford astonished the workmen 
ip a Chinese gun factory by, showing 
them how to use their tools. They said : 
“Qur superintendents are all scholars, who 
Know nothing about the management of 








machinery.” 

The unwillingness of students to lower 
themselves—to “ lose face""—by condescend- 
ing to engage in any kind of work is well 
illustrated by the following little incident : 
—'*In one of the largest and most thor- 
oughly Christian of our mission colleges in 
China, in which students all pay their own 
way, the president frequently had requests 
for Snancial aid from needy students. ‘They 
were invariably Christian boys who claimed 
that without a few dollars more it would be 
impossible for them to continue through 
the term. ‘The gateman of the compound 
went of duty at dusk, and the night watch- 
man did not begin until ten o'clock. The 
president wished to engage a student to 
Sit in the neat little gate house for 





three hours, doing his evening study 
there instead of in his room. For this he 
was willing to furnish free board. But not 
one of the needy Christian students of that 
College would accept the job. ‘They would 
rather give up their education and go home!” 
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Speaking of the practicability of providin, 
Enjustrial education for the Chinese 2g 
many sensible sugzestions are put forth, 

tier with a short account of what is 
being attempted in this line in the Boys’ 
High School at Hinghua, where 120 boys (?) 
ranging from 12 to about 25 years of age, are 
being given an industrial education. “Print- 
ing, pocket making, and weaving are taught, 
the boys devoting 43 hours to work every 
day, except Saturday, when the honrs 
are’ shorter, In conclusion the question 
as to whether this is legitimate work for 
the Christian missionary is discussed. Mr. 
Brewster has no doubt in his own mind as 
to this. but presumably the great majority 
of Protestant missionaries in China would 
take issue with him on the question. 

Other articles in the present number are 
the second half of the late Dr. Faber’s 
notes on “The Rise of the Chou Dynasty;” 
“Biblical Instruction in the Colleges of 
China,” by D. Willard Lyon; an in- 
spiring and heartstirring article on 
“Phillips Brooks and Missions” by Dr. C. 
Goodrich; and wirahile dictu the closing 
paper of the Rev. C. W. Mateer’s able 
‘and scholarly disquisition on “The Meaning 
‘of the Word jjilf.” The contributions to the 
Educational Department include an i 
structive article by the Rev. W. P. 
Bentley on “Day-schools: The Place and 
Value of Primary’ Schools in a System 
of Education.” ‘The contributions to the 
* Missionary News” strike us as being very 
mengre, consisting as they do of three short 

jeces. Surely with several thousand. mis- 
sionaries in the country, engaged in evange- 
listic, pastoral, educational, and medical 
vrork, in all the eighteen provinces of this 
broad land, we might reasonably expect to 
have something more than one column and 
a half (scarcely that) as our monthly in- 
stalment of Missionary News. 











Those Black Diamond Men; A Tule of 
the Anthrax Valley.

‘This is a story in twenty chapters, giving 
8 literally inside view of the life and the 
conditions of those who mine the coal which 
ecps motion the wheels of the boasted 

lisation of which we are a part. The 
scene is laid in a Pennsylvania valley, and 
the general costume of the narrative is 
taken from events well known during the 
last decade to all who keep the run of 
current afairs. But it may safely be said 
that the strikes, the monopolies of the great 
capitalists, the sordid life of the miners, 
the conflict between races inevitable under 
such circumstances have seldom if ever been 
made so real to the ordinary reader as in 
these graphic pictures. 

While the chapters constitiate a story they 
can scarcely be termed a novel in the sense 
of a connected narrative with a plot, for 
there is none, except the simple recital of 
the earnest effort to accomplish by the ap- 
plication of moral means essential allevia- 
tions of conditions which would be a 
disgrace to the dull brutalities of the callous 
Orient. Such phenomena, as we kaow too 
well, are apparently an inevitable concom- 
itant of the industrial development of the 
age in which we live. They will never be 
remedied until they have first been felt, 
then studied, and later assailed by organised 
Christian civilisation operating on a great 
scale. It is one of the most Bopefal sigus 
of the times that stories of this sort find at 
once an interested and often an immense 
circle of readers. The present narrative re- 
minds the readers of the buoks of Ralph 
Conner — “Black Roc’: and “The Sky 
Pilot,” by which it was uot improbably sug- 
Rested. ‘The story is less carefully elabora- 
ted than in those stirriug volumes but, 03 
the other hand, the conditions described are 
far more the outcome of causes relatively 
Peruianent than in the Canadian tales, and 
the impression left ought to be one of in- 























{elligent sympathy with efforts to understand 
how “the underground half,” to which we 
all owe so much, live and die, as well as a 
better comprehension of those racial currents 
which have made the United States so larze- 
ly “the dumping ground of Europe.” As 
an incidental result a prow’, self-centred, 
and somewhat exclusive set of social groups, 
is and in the future increasingly will be 
compelled to consider, as a measure of self- 

reservation, how these alien elements may 
Bormet without betog antagonived, aud 
perhaps in due time assimilated.

Stirring Reports. 


‘The hot weather has been made bear- 
able by the stiveing reports that have kept 
the atmosphere moving. For three weeks 
the air has been fairly bristling with 
rumours. The Roman Catholics have 
suffered. ‘There seems t> be an almost 
universal dislike to the methods employed 
by their converts, ‘The climax was reached 
this week, when the Foreign Oftice 
Tuotai called upon the foreigners and 
id the situation was critical, that the 
Boxers ware massed within a few miles, 
and that it might be necessary for the 
foreigners t» assemble in the Examination 
Halls for greater protect‘on. Most of the 
foreigners here know by experience what 
it means to be shut up in Chinese houses, 
and for a day or two the situation was 
serious, Messengers .were sent to out- 
stations, where several members of the 
community were spending the summer. 
Before, however, they reached the city, the 
whole situation feonted to chsngs as if by 
magic. First came the news that foreign 
soldiers were on thoi way to the capital. 
‘The next day we were informed that the 
situation was improving. ‘To-day we are 
told that peace reigns supreme over the 
Province. Alas, many a home, has been 
Droken up. In some districts old men 
who have been loyal all theie days were 
drawn into, the whirlpools of destructive 
frees, and have lost not only their heads, 
but all their property. 


Ruthless Deeds. 


‘The story is told of one family, of how the 
son, partly to revenge some wrongs received 
from Roman Catholics, joined the Boxers. 
‘The father, an old man, was unable to resist. 
Soldiers were sent to the neighbourhood and 
proceeded to the home of the erring son. 
‘All had fled but the old mother, over 9) 
years old. ‘This old woman was brought 
out and killed, then the houses were 
burned, When this reached the ears of the 
old man, he immediately gathered tnzether 
a following and began to destroy all the 
houses of the Christians in that neighbour- 
hood. He was captured and beheaded, 
and his property confiscated. If reports 
are true, this might have been all averted 
if the ofticial in charge had not ruthlessly 
put to death au old woman.

The Coronation Celebration. - 

_ If you receive accounts of the Curona- 
tion festivities from your correspondents at 
each and every of the three-dozen (more or 
less, for new p ‘© NOW opening so con- 
tinuously: thet it is impossible to Keep the 
run of them) Treaty Ports, I fear your 
readers will have a surfeit of Coronation 
news. At the same time, 
relating the procaedings 
ought to find a place in y. 
only to courter st the impression thit we 
have nothing els? but Boxer disturbances 
to cluunicle at this far-western centre. Wo 
have, indeed, heard nothing of the Boxers 
of late, so we may hope that the severe 
punishment they have received at the 
hands of the well-armed Imperial troops 
has finally repressed their aspirations. The 
eclebration of the day began with a service 
on board H. M.S. Kinsha in the morning, 
which was attended by the bulk of our 
community which, as your reiders kaow, 
is here miiol jionary, and by the 
French and Japanese Consuls and’ their 
staffs, all in full cloth uniforms notwith- 
standing the heat. Tn the evening, Consul 
Wilton gave an entertainmont at the fine 
new British Consulate inside the City, the 
building of which was only completed this 
spring. ‘The handsome lawn was brilliant 
ly illuminated by lanterns, tireworks and 
fire balloons were sent up, and a magniti- 
cent new gramophone liscoursed songs and 
orchestral airs. It wasa beautiful starlight 
night, and the large company present 
nd the effective setting of the ‘scene sur- 
prised everyone who had the privilege 
to take part. ‘The company com- 
prised about ‘sixty men and a dozen 
Indies and children. Great credit is due to 
our energetic Consul and to the command- 
ers and crews of the two guu-vessols in 
port, the Kinsha and the Woodlark, for 
their untiring efforts to give the com- 
munity a real treas aud to do all due 
honour to the great historical event com- 
memorated.

Improved Prospects. 

‘The prospects of some harvests have cou- 
siderably improved within the last fow 
weeks. The rain fell in many places just 
in time to allow the yellow millet and'the 
buckwheat to be sown, and there is now 
reasonable hope that there will not be actual 
famine in most places, although the harvests 
will only be scanty. Distress in the winter 
in some districts there must be, but my 
information extends northward as far as the 
inner wall, near Taichou, and a_good deal 
farther south than Pingyang. The worst 
district seems to be the northern half of the 
Traiyuanfa plain, and even here rain has 
fallen. Had the rains been delayed another 
week, probably there would have been no 
j harvests atall. 


Prevalence of Cholera. 

If we have escaped famine, still we are 
not free from distress. Cholera is raging 
throughout the province. In the district 

wuyanghsien there have been three 
thousand fatal cases. In Hsiuchou there 
are <0 many deaths that the people are 
getting very alarmed Thicty. li south of 
Paiynanfu, at Hsiaotientze, there have been 
many fatalities ; ia one household ten people 
out of eleven died, and I hear that in the 
south of the proviuce there is much sickness 
andtherehavebeeu many deaths. It issigui- 
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ficant that two years ago the main road in! 
Shouyanghsien was deserted for ferr of 
Boxers, and this year the inns have been 
again closed and the road deserted because 
of cholera. It seems difficult to assign a 
sufficient cause. Asiatic cholera is a rare 
visitant to Shansi, and now it has come it 
claims more victims in the villages than in 
the towns and cities. In Tairuanfa we 
have had comparatively few es, but 
some of the villages in the hilly districts 
have been almost wiped out. The cholera 
seemed to advance stexdily along the 
main road till it got to the country of 
iz. It succeeded in creeping over 

h land north-east of Téaiyuan, and 
Gaimed ‘many vietims at Shihlieh, a few li 
west of the crest of the hill, but it did not. 
sweep with full force on Tsiyuanfu. It 
went in a north-westerly direction towards 
Hsinchon, and in a south-westerly direc- 
tion, and has been very severe both 
north and south of T’aiyuanfu. It has 
appeared again to the west at Cheng: 
Tohien, where there are many fatal 
cases reported, but uanfu up to;

A Threatened Famine. 

‘The r-ports of impending famine in 
South-west Szechuan and in the extreme 
North-east of Yunnan are most disquieting. 
Rice and all grains have risen in price and 
unrest prevails very widely. Bauds of 
men are marching about quartering them- 
selves on the wealthy and demanding free 
rations wherever there is a chance of getting 
thom. This is the beginning of troubles 
and will demand great care and wisdom on 
the part of the rulers. 


A Pleasant Contrast. 
soon as the high tablelands of Yunuan 
ave reached ther» is a pleasant contrast. 
Here there is prospect of an abundant 
harvest of maize, buckwheat, pot.toos, 
and even of rice which, though’ sown late, 
is prospermg splendidly. Diticulty of 
communication will prevent much of this 
plenty from going to relieve the needy, 
and the superfluous grain will be largely 
used in the manufwture of spirits, of 
which the peoplo of West China consume 
enormons quantities, 
Spirit-Drinking in West China. 
T have heard discussions as to whether 
the Chinese are temperate or intemperate 
as regards spirit’ drinking. One does 
not seo so much drunkenness in the 
towns of West China as you can see in 
great English towns, such as Birmingham, 
Portsmouth, Bristol, or Plymouth. But 
a different tale is told when you compare 
country markets of West China with similar 
markets in Devonshire and Cornwall, the 
part of England T know hest. I ‘have 
often spent a month inthe Westof England 
country districts without meeting more 
then ‘an occasional drunken person, 
whereas at a Chinese market in the after: 
noon it is a very common thing to see 
poeple stupidly and even reeling drunk. 
have even known murders committed at 
these markets by intoxicated persons. 
Some Boxers 
latoly appeared at Laowat‘an, the great 
Customs station in North-cast Yunnan and 
hogan training the natives. The officials 
came down on them at once and promptly 
arrested the leaders. It is quite a mistake 
to suppose that the people have learned 
the losson of quietness from the troubles 
in the north.. If the officials were to relax 
their efforts, that is, if Foreign Powers 
ceased their vigilinea, many of the people 
woutd be only too glad to have another try. 


The Question of Taxes. 

The great increase in the likin to 
back the share of the Indemmity demanded 
from Yunnan has annoyed tho traders. It 
is quits amnsing to read of offorts being 
made to abolish likin, The Central Gov- 
ernment may do as it likes, the Provincial 
Government is bound to levy increased 
taxes, and if likin were nominally abolish- 
ed to-morrow something else would be 


substituted, ‘The ‘Shui’ (9) isa tax 
which merchants hate almost as much as 
the likin, and ifone were abolished the 
other would with a little celestial mani- 
pulation do the work of two. There are 
constant efforts made to evade the pay- 
ment of these taxes. During the wax 
insect season the tax collectors have a bad 
time, Year after year efforis were made 
to tax these loads of insects. The carriers 
went in bands, and fights with the officials 
were. of frequent occurrence. At last the 
officials gave in and a proclamation was 







































issued that no imposts would be collected 
on “insects.” Now the traders declare 
that this covers the return journey as 
well and refuse to pay on the cloth and 
other things they bring back. This year 
thousands of carriers crossed the river which 
flows from Laowat'an into the Yangtze 
turned to their homes by a * back 
rather than pass the likin.

Lord Salisbury’s Resignatio-. 

That tho Marquis of Salisbury was ap- 
proaching the end of his long servico as 
Prime Minister had been known for somo 
time; but the announcement which 
appeared in Monday's papers took eve: 
one by surprise, for it was fully expected 
that the Marquis would wait till after uo 
Coronation, especially as so early a dato 
been fixed for ‘the postponed core- 
mony. “Age has, however, told greatly 
on Lord Salisbury of late, ’He has never 
deen the same man since his wifo’s death. 
And there are doubtless reasons connected 
with the many Cabinet changes which will 
follow his resignation for not postponing 
the step till later in the session. Both 
parties in both Houses of Parliament 
have joined in raying tribute to the 
eminent services which the retiring Pre- 
mier has rendered to his country. And 
indeed no one. however hiassed hy party 
feoling, sees without regrot the passing ott. 
of the political arena of the “last of the 
ants,” as Lord Salisbury has heen not 
aptly called. Mr. Gladstone, Tord 
Beacoissfield, and Lord Salisbury formed 
a trio such as we are not likely to seo 
again in the lives of the youngest amongst 
us. 


The New Prime Minister. 
Similarly there has been a chorus of 
congratulation on the succession of Mr. 
Balfour to the hrighest and most honour- 
le position under the British Crown. 
When Mr. Balfour told the great Unionist 
mecting held at the Foreign Office on 
Monday that the gap left by Lord Salis- 
bury’s retirement was one whieh ho could 
not ill, though he had consented to oc- 
cupy it. he was not indulging in a mere 
form of self-depreciation.

This dis- 
play had a small annex to itself and 2,6 
yas charged for admission whereby quite 
a large stm must have been realised for 
the charity. The Queen, who was gowned 
in heliotrope China erépe, with a toque to 
match, spent nearly an hour and a half 
examining the various stalls and made 
numerous purchases. At the Stock Ex- 
change stall she was presented with a 
cheque for £1,000, collected by the mem- 
bers to endow a cot in the Hospital, also 
a silver model of the cot with a china 
orphan inside. The Emperor of Germany 
sent over a valuable collection of Dresden 
china for salo at the German stall, whi 
was under the presidency of Princess 
Henry of Pless and the Duchess of West 
minister. Unluckily it was delayed in tran- 
rit and did not arrive until the second 
day's sale, but it. was all disposed of be- 
fore the Bazaar closed. ‘The stalls, which 
were composed of pale green trellis work 
and decorated with real flowers, looked 
very light and pretty and in’ certain 
instances individuality was obtained. 
Canada, for instance, used only variegated 
maple, and America Virginia creeper; 
whereas ithe purely English stalls con- 
fined themselves to roses of various tints. 
‘The Stock Exchange was, I thought, the 
prettiest stall, as they used entirely one 
shade of deep red rose, with a background 
of smilax, and their wares were all silver ; 
tho effect was lovely. It is said to be the 
largest bazaar ever held in this country, 
and certainly I should say it was the best 
managed. ‘The Hospital requires the 
sum of £30,000 to free it from debt, and 
I imagine tho greater part of this’ sum

The Commercial Unity of the 


Empire. 


Last night Mr. Seddon, New Zealand's 
most enterprising Premier, was enter- 
tained at dinner by the members of the 
Now Vagabond’ Club, and among the 






































after-dinner speakers no-one was more 
intorecting than Rear Admiral Lord 
Charles Beresford, who said a few 


words on what miy be considered one 
of the foremost topics of the day— 
the commercial unity of the Empire. 
He said that in his opinion the Colonies 
had pulled us through the war. We heard 
a great deal about the American “Com- 
bine.” He consitred the best way of 
meeting it was by forming a British Em- 
piro Combine, but English merchants 
must wake When he was in China 
ho found thay \ormans and Americans 
were acquiring a vonnection which British 
traders made no efforts to retain, and he 
said to them: “Tho foreigner is making 
what the people want, whereas you are 

ing ‘what you think they ought to 
want.” If this is tho care the sooner a 
schedulo of “what is wanted” is sent 
homo the better. ‘The Colonial Premiers 
are busy discussing the commercial unity 
question hero, or rather wore before Mr. 
Chamberlain ‘met with his somewhat 
serious accident a week aco. It is well 
known that the Colonial Secretary is an 
‘advocate for international free trade 
throughout Great Britain, with a pro 
tective tariff against all foreign countries. 
Bir Wilfred Laurier (Canada) and Mr. 
Seddon (New Zealand) agree with him, 
‘but Sir Edmund Barton, Premier of newly- 
federated Australia, is strongly opposed 
to the idea, as ho says the Colonies rely. 
toa great extent on their protective tariff 
to meet their current expenses, and were 
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they to be deprived of this source of re- 
venue, they would haye to resort to in- 
ternal tasation to such an extent that it 
swould be a serious burden on the people. 
It scems unfortunate that some way can- 
not be found out of the difficulty, as the 
project undoubtedly scems the right. one. 
“One people, one flag, one destiny,” would 
then he much more trne than it is now, 
when all other nations are on the same 
footing as our own <0 far as commerce is 
concerned. 
The New Premier. 
Lord Salisbury’s retirement from office 
came as a surprise to most: people, as it 
ally believed that he would re- 
main in office for a few months longer—at. 
least until after the Coronation, if not till 
the end of the year. It is well known that 
ever since Lady Salisbury’s death he has 
felt the burden of years far more than 
when she was alive, and had it not. been 














release from office some time ago. That 
he will bo greatly missed gocs without 
saying, but from all the good wishes which 
have been showered upon Mr. Balfour it 
seems as though the confidence inspired 
in the late Premier bax been transferred 
to his nephew, as he has undoubtedly 
commenced tenure of office under the 
happiest of auspices. Among all the good 
wishes he received, I should think he will 
value nothing more than the few grace- 
ful words of Sir Henry Campbell-Banner- 
man, who on his own behalf and for those 
who’ act with him in polities, wished the 
new Premier success not only in the forma~ 
tion, but in the conduct of his Administra- 
tion.

Government by Freemasons. 

M. Combes and his colleagues have now 
settled down in earnest to the tack of 
governing France on revly genuine 
Republican Ii No quarter is to be 

iven to elericals or any other reactiona- 
ries. The time for compromises, say the 
triumphant Radicals, is past. Henceforth 

Is snust be called to account for the 
least want of enthusiasm for the existing 
régime. The hatred of priesteraft is pro- 
ducing curious results. During th- electoral 
period the doings of the prefvets were 
carefully not~d by the loca’ Radical leaders, 
and the names of all who appeared to be 
on friendly terms with leadin 
tives or modwrates were put down in the 
black book. In some eases the prefect was 
denounced because his wife received Indies 
other than the wives and relatives of 
functionaries. The Masonic lodges be- 
Ionging to the Grand Orient were parti- 
cularly active in their work of secret 
supervision. After the election, their 
reports were forwarded to Paris and 
centralised in the hands of a Masonic 
committee hesded by M. Desmons, the 
President of the Grand Orient. ' This 
committee, it is said, has insisted on the 
removal or degradation of eight prefects 
and a considerable number of inferior 
ofticials, and the political section of the 
French civil service is now waiting in f-ar 
and ‘rembling to know who are the victims, 

‘There can be little doudt that Free- 
masonry is now a etter passport than ever 
to success in French political life. M. 
Waldeck-Rousseau did not disdain the 
help of the lodges, but he was strong enough 
to follow his own course whenever he felt 
it necessary to do so. M. Combes openly 
admits that he considers himself. the 
obedient instrument of the majority, and 
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masons may direct. It cannot be denied 
that the brethren of the Acacia are a very 
strong bulwark of defence for the Republic, 
and have materially helped to reduce the 
two pretenders’ chances to their present low 
ebb, but unfortunately the vast majority 
of the Freemasons are atheists, and agares- 
sive atheists too. They are not content 
with keeping the church at bay. but insist 
on carrying out Gambetta’s precept “Le 
cléricalisme, voila Pennemi!” to the letter. 
‘They have caused the government to close 
a considerable number of schools belonging 
to relizious congregations and turn the 
teachers and sisters ef churity into the 
streets, They are meditéting the dispersal 
of various congregations. and have made 
up their mind to abolish liberty of instruc- 
tion, the result of which will be that no 
Frenchman will be able to have his 
children taught the principles of religion 
except in his own family circle. All these 
yppressive measures are causing intense 
irritation amongst the less advanced section 
of the community, and it is to be fenred 
that the dissatisfaction will go on increas- 
ing until it leads to something not unlike 
civil war. This will be the pretenders’ op- 
portunity, and they are no doubt. watching 
their adversaries’ wild carcer with secret 
glee, 


Another Cause of Discontent 
among the upper and middle classes 
is the scheme for reducing military 
service from three years to two. At 
first sight this measure may appear 
calculated to benefit everyone, but such 
is by mo means the case Under te 
present system young men studying for 
the liberal professions are let off with one 
year in the army, on pussiag certain 
examinations, and a similar favour is ac- 
corded to others whose families depend on 
their earnings for support, If the scheme 
put forward by the Government is adopted, 
ail those dispensations wiil be done away 
with, ‘and every young Frenchman, not 
physically disabled, will have to serve 
two ye:rs. Clearly the only gainers are the 
peasants, workmen, and last educated 
classes of the population, while budding 
doctors, Inwyers, engineers, and the rest 
will have their careers ‘shortened by 
another year and necessitous families 
dependent on conscripts must straggle 
along as best they may for two years 
instead of one. The change will cut at 
the root of higher education, for at present 
thousands of young men of gond family 
remain at college and work up for examina- 
tions on purpose to obtain a year’s exemp- 
tion, and if the bill is voted the induce. 
ment to study will be removed. Another 
objection t» the scheme is its expense. A 
large number of re-onyaged men will be 
required to make up the deficiency due to 
there being only two years’ supplies of 
conscripts serving at the same time instead 
of three, and the cost to the taxpayers will 
amount to nearly three millions sterling a 
year. It is a heavy price to pay for a 
reform which is nominally democratic but 
really illiberal. 


A Miscellaneous Ministry. 

‘There is a delightful variety about the 
members of the new Government. M. 
Combes is a pronounced provincial. Until 
he suddenly achieved greatness—or rather 
had greatness thrust up him by his 
political friends, who wanted a useful figure- 
fead—by becoming Prime Minster, 
he was virtually unknown beyond Parlia- 
mentary circles. M. Delcassé is ‘facile 
princeps” in his way, seeing that he has 
how been Foreign Minister for four years, 
‘a longer period than any French states- 
man of modern times has accomplished. 
MM. Rouvier, the Finance Minister, is a 
practical and experienced financier, and 
fas already got his scheme for the redue-

The most 
curious figure is M. Pelletan, the Minister 
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of Marine. He has alreaty hecome 
known as the “enfant terrible” by his 
outspoken remarks directel against M. 
Rouvier, and he seems ¢» have an original 
of runni:.g his dep.xment. A few 
jays ago he calmly requested the ef 
1s to stop work on thr-e battleships 
id down by erder of his predee-ssor, and 
was much prined when they declined to 
cancel the contracts. M. Camilla Pellean 
wears a wild and flowing mane of hair and 
a profusion of heard. Weird stories are told 
of hairdressers who hee attempted to 
restore ord-r among his licks but were 
compelled to retreat in disorder them- 
selves. M, Pe'letin always sends out for his 
absinthe to Maxiou’s restaurant. just. before 
lunch and dinner, and. * mixes his draught 
on the table that Colbert used” as one 
horrifiet Frenchman put it, However, 
the bureaucracy at the Ministry of 
Marine is immovable, and M. Peiletan 
will probably not have time to do the 
navy much harm. The other now Ministers 

ve not yet distinguished themselves, in 
any way, except perhaps M. Doumergue, 
of the Colonies, a fiery Metidional, who 
openly favours bull-fighting and has begun 
to reorganise Central Africa. 


The Lady and the Lawyer, 

Maite Burbous, one of the most eminent 
members of the Paris bar, has got himself 
into very hot water through a too indisereet 
application of the old legal principle that 
when one has no case one should abuse tho 
obher side. Maitre Barhoux was counsel 
some weeks ago in an action brought by a 
well-known society lady, Madaine du Gust, 
nst her brother, a notary, whom she ac: 
cused of fraudulent practices’ in connection 
with a legacy; and, in addressing the Court 
for the defence, the distinguished legal 
luminary allude tin very meaning terms to 
a photograph included in the dossier. ‘This 
photograph was taken from a well-known 
picture, by M. Gervex, first exhibited at 
the 1885 Salon, and ‘was entitled “La 
Femme au Masque.” The subject is a 
woman, quite nude except for a mask over 
the fac0, and the learned counsel delicately 
insinu sled that Madame du Gast had acted 
as the model for this picture. Ooe can ima: 
gine the feelings of the lady, who was 
present in court, when this extraordinary 
attempt to influence the judges against 
her was mado, She immediately rose and 
attempted to protest, but was not allowed 
to do so. Even had Madame du Gast really 
done what was alleged, Maitre Barboux’ 
manoeuvre was in extremely bad taste, to 
say the least, but asa matter of fact she 
did not and could not have stood for the 
picture. She was compelled to sit still an-l 
endure this gross aspersion on her charac- 
ter, and moreover she lost her case. Maitre 
Barhoux refusing to withdraw or apologise, 
she decided to take criminal proceedings 
against him for slander, but fresh trouble 
arose in her path. The men of the law clung 
together and did their best to defeat her. 
First the bitonnier of the order of ad- 
Yorates put her off time after time, ani 
then declined to move. Next, all the 
dailifls to whom she addressed herself 
declined to serve summons on the barris- 
ter, and she had to apply to the chief 
judge before she could get the paper placed 
in her adversary’s hands in due form. 
Then she ende:voured to obtain counsel, 
but not one of the barristers ty whom she 
went would accept a brief against Maitre 
Barboux. Such an. action, by a woman, 
inst: a member of their order had never 
been heard of, and they fought shy of 
helping to create a dangerous precedent. 
Nothing daunted, she has made up her 
mind to plead her own cause, and there 
will be « rush of Parisians to the Court 
next Thursday to hear this highly Parisian 
case. Maitre Barboux has certainly not 
done himself or his profession any good, 
and his conduct is almost universally con- 
demned. He is, of course, not the first 
barrister who has been called to account by

EDISON'S NEW BATTERY. 
To the Editor of the

Stn,—Referring to the prragraph which 
appeared in to-day’s paper on the new 
storage battery that Mr. Edison is said 
to have invented, without questioning his 
great inventive genius for a moment, I

The cost, therefore, of obtai 
the necessary amount of electricity from 
the charging station for the accumulators 
to run 100 miles would be 39.7 B.T.U., 
as above, x 3hd., or 137.95 pence, say Ls. 
6d. against 2s. named by you as the amount 
the heavy vehicle could be run 100 miles 
a day for, and this is without taking 
into consideration the fact that hitherto 
there has been a loss of some 107, ou the 
charge put into accumulators, and that 
which could subsequently be recovered 
from them. : 

No doubt power is supplicd more 
cheaply from the large electrical stations 
situated close to the Niagara Falls, where 
they have no fuel bill to meet, but this 1 
subinit is quite an exceptional case, and 
nearly every one using electric motors 
would be bound to get his accumulators 
charged from some clectrical supply 
station.

QUot August. 
The Tariff Negotiations with the 
Us. 


Tt would seem that there is something 
thematter, in the opinion of the Chinese 
Tariff Commissioners, Sheng and Lii, with 
reference to the recent signing of the 
Tariff Treaty hy Mr. Sharretts, the United 
States Tariff Commissioner, as may be seen 
from the gist of a telegram published in 
the “Sinwenpao,” sent the latter part of 
last wosk by the’ former to. the Chinese 
Minister Wu, at Washington :—The 
American Tarif! Commissioner, Mr. 
Sharretts, clandestinely signed the Tariff 
‘Treaty without formally” notifying us, 
and then suddenly left for his own country. 
We therefore request your Excellency to 
enquire from the United States Govern- 
ment whom they intended t» appoint to 
sign in our presence our Tariff Treaty with 
that Government in the event of our 
receiving Imperial instructions to sign 
said document. 


Peking Notes. 

The following items come from Peking 
It is reported’ that while the German 
Legation guard was outsite Peking lately 
drilling, some of them desecrated the 
ancestral burying ground of Prince Su. 
When this was reported to the Prince, his 
Highness was naturally exceedingly indig- 
nant and at once issued orders to General 
Chiang Kuei-ti—one of Viceroy Yuan Shih- 
ktai’s favourite and ablest ofticers—who is 
in command of troops temporarily acting as 
city gendarmerie, to take with him a detach- 
ment of his men to investigae matters 
on the spot. When H.E. Hu Yii-fén,

A private letter received in Shanghai 
from Chéngtu, dated the 28rd July last, 
states tbat on the 2ist of that month the 
two district Magistrates of that city, under 
instructions of Viceroy K‘uei Chun, and 
large body of modera-armed 
to execution two alleged Boxers, 
who had been captured a few days previou 
ly in a. skirmish nt Shibpench‘iao 
some eight miles outside of Chéng- 
tu. The pity of it was that the condemned 
were boys, one fourteen years of age and the 
other twelve ! 


Yunnan Boxers in Szechuan. 
‘The following dispatch has been received 
from Chungking :—It having been reported 
from Hsingwénhsien, a district near the 
Yuonan frontiers, that a large body of so- 
called Boxers had crossed that border into 
Szechuan, a force was at once sent to Hsing- 
wenhisien to repel the invaders. A few days 
afterwards « couple of soldiers bearing dis- 
patches from that city to the Major-General 














commanding Chungking Circuit, upon 
being interrogated by people, _ said 
that’ when the Government troops 


came upon the Yunnan Boxers, who were 
entrenched, the head Boxer chief, accom- 
panied by a bodyguard of a hundred men 
all dressed in black, well-clothed and well- 
armed, came forward to the Government 
camp and cried out to the soldiers that they 
were Bluck-flag veterans of Liu Yung-fu’s 
Black-flag corps, who had been cruelly dis- 
banded by the Government, uaprovided for, 
and left to starve. Compelled by stress of 
circumstances they had no alternative ex- 
cept to join the Boxers. They themselves 
were armed with the newest magazine rifles 
and had smokeless powder ammunition. 
and dared the troops to attack them. But 
the leader warned the troops that after the 
| Government had used them, they would 
surely be treated in the same way as the 
Blek-flags, and driven out to starve and 
die; he (the leader) therefore invited the 
troops to join and “have a time ! 
It is not stated what the officers of the 
troops did to the Boxer who was tampering 
with their men.

Death of a Chinese General. 


A Wuchou (Kuangsi) dispateh reports the 
death recently of Major-General Ma during 
a fight with the Kuangsi rebels at Nanningfu. 
Tt seemed that the General, with a force of 
nearly 2,000 men, attempted to force the 
gates of a walled village, called Lunglat, in 

Wuyuanbsien, but was received with such a 
hot fire from the body of rebels holding the 
place that in a few minutes General Ma and 
about eight of his men were shot down, in 
front of the gates. ‘General Ma's body was 
eventually recovered, and his meu retreated 
back to Nanning.

Executions in Soochow. 

Owing t» the congregation of large mum- 
bors of gamblers and bid characters lately 
in and around the suburbs of Soochow, 
who have come from all parts of Kiangsa 
province, notably Shanghai, Chinkiang and 
Nanking, where the atmosphere hes become 
hotter than usual for them, due to the 
extra vigilance of the authorities, the gilded 
youth of Soxchow have become’ compara- 

ly much demoralised_ and many a 
fortune has been plucked from them by 
the wily gamblers. ‘This becoming know 
to the high authorities of the city, 
instructions were issued for the arrrest and 
imprisonment of the chief gamblers and the 
deportation of the rest of their confréres, 
with the result thit two of the most 
notorious and desperate of the gambling 
fraternity were recently arrested by a 
sudden raid made on their quarters.

On Tuesday evening about one hundred 
Chinese connected with the leading banking, 
insurance, and shipping hongs and the cotton 
and silk’ factories, met by invitation of 
the Chinese Y.M.C.A. to hear an address 
by the Hon. John Barrett, Commissioner- 
General of the St. Louis World’s Fair. 

Mr. Barrett was supported on the right 
by Professor T. D. Wong, and on the left by 

is Honour Ching Kuan-ying, Director 0 
the China Merchants’ Steam Navigation 
Co. The address was interpreted by Mr. 
‘. K. Dzau 
Mr. Barrett made clear the national 
significance of the great Louisana_purchnse 
in 1803, which prevented the territory now 
occupied by the United States from being 
livided up into many different countries as 
Europe is now. This exposition, he said, was 
more than a local undertaking, i 
sense it was a national affair. ‘tine speaker 
then showed how much larger the St. Louis 
exposition is to be than either the Paris or 
Chicago expositions had been. 

Probably the most telling point of the 
address was the statement of the increase 
of trade by millions of yen which fallowed 


























Japan's extensive representation at Chicago, 
and_following this the opinion expressed by 
the President of the United States that an 
adequate representation by China at St. 
Louis would be of great value in calling the 
attention of the nation to the mutual rela- 
tions of the two countries. 

‘Mr. Barrett laid before his audience the 
results of his interviews with their Majesties 
the Empress Dowager and the Emperor, 
and with their Excellencies Shéng Kung: 
pao, Liu Kun-yi, and Chang Chit-tung. He 
and they agreed that great results to the 
trade of China would acerue fiom a large 
representation at St. Louis, where millious 
of people would go to =tudy the products of 
the Far East. 

In closing, Mr. Barrett paid a tribute to 
the Young Men’s Christian Association, 
which in America had the support of all the 
leading men of affairs. He instanced Mr. 
J. Pierpout Morgan, who subscribes $100,000 
gold yearly to this organisation. 

A hearty vote of thanks to the speaker 
terminated the meeting.

THE CHENCHOU 
TRAGEDY. 


We have been favoured by the Rev. J. 1 
W. Stevenson, Deputy Director of the China 
Inland Mission, with the following ioforma- 
tion received by him :— 

Extracts from letter from Mr. H. B. | 
Stewart, dat-d Changteh, Hunan, Sunday, 
“August 17th, 1902. 

“Tam afraid the dreadful news given in 
the enclosed letter is only too true. ‘The 
bearer to us is Bruce's co's. I start 
Chénchou to-morrow morning under official 
protection. I will invest 
possible and then make a 
‘Two gunboats—one Ger 
—are here. ‘The + ewntain has gener- 
ously offered to go fiw! spccl to Shast and 
send my telegram from there. ‘The British 
gunboat will's-ay and see me off under x 
fall escort. On arrival al Cheuchou, if 
necersary, Iwill see to the burial of our 
friends in a suitable place. I will return 
to Changteh as snon as possible.” 

Leiter feom Ching Pab-shuen, vative 
evangelist at Chéachou, to Mr. Quirmbach, 
Taanyteh, dated Chénchou, August 
1903: 
I bog to inform you that the two mis- 
sionaries, Messrs, Bruce and Lowis, have 
heen ecuelly beaten to death in the Mission 
House by the people of Chénchou. 
myself was nearly killed. Tre 
serions injury in my left hand and my left 
cheek, ant indeed my whols body was 
injured. ‘Three days proviously I exhorted 
the two missionaries to yo to the yamén of 
the Prefect namel Wu for safety. ‘They 
repeatedly said there war no euuss for fear, 
but they said, ‘If you are afraid you em 
roturn ty your family.’ Tuey a's» said to 
the servant Wan, ‘If you are afraid you ean 
g» home too.’ The two missionaries said 
this repeatedly. 

“We heing powerless to help them, these 
two missiniaries wers killed. Turough 
God's grace I hwve escaped. Lr the city and 
district there is a very severe epidemic, and 
there hive been a very large number of 
deaths. Te wis rumoured that the ewuse of 

deaths as the diss bution of poi 
medicines by the missionaries, 
hundrel devp-radovs wathered together, 
came to the Ms.ion House, and ewsed 
the disturbance. I specially send Mr. 
Bruce's servant, Wan ‘Twv-sin, with this 
letter to Cuangteh, that you may inform 
the Mission Director and also send some 
one here ysickly from Crsmgteh to bury 
the missionaries. All vheir property. hs 
been lootzd.

COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


(From Messrs, Noil, Murray & Co. Piece Goods Trade Report of 1jth August, 1902.) 


Piece Goods.—Although there is a more general enquiry business from importers continues small, but there is little doubt that 
considerable quantitres have changed hands from stocks held by native dealers. The principal buyers have been the TrexTs1x 
memhants and the bulk of their purchases have been confined to 8.4-lbs. Grey Shirtinge, while it is said considerable clearances of 
Axentcax Goons, bought some time ago, have been made for this market and Newcuwasc. Clearances of heavy goods for Corea have 
been made on a liberal scale and we believe several contracts have been made in this direction for curly arriv 


There is nothing new to report about the Kiver Port markets, beyond taking a fair quantity of Ixpray Yarn, while from 
‘Sexcuven it is eaid that internal Native troubles are tending to upset business. 

Tho MaxcnesteR market is reported dull and in some quarters it is even stated that business can be done under quotations but 
4s far as we hear there has been little or no buying for this market. On the other hand New York is reported to be stronger owing 
to some enquiry from this side. Corton in Liverroor is rather higher again and is now Shipments from Excianp for 
the fortnight ending 16th instant, only amounted to nine million yards and it is more than probable they will be even smaller than this 
in the near future. 

Grey Shirtings.—8-4 lb.—A considerable quantity of these goods have been dealt in for Trrststx but the bulk of them have been taken 
rom Native owned stocks, the sales announced from importers only amounting to 12,000 pieces as follows. Silver Sycee #2474, Tico 
Cash 2.574 and Red Pagoda $2.80. Prices at auction incline to be Srmer. 
Light Weights.—Nothing reported from first hands while prices at auction are firm. 
Heavy Weighte.—There has again been some business dono in theso for Corea but particulars are difficult to obtain and the only 
quotations we have heard of are—T'ro Stag ¥3.574 and Pipe at 3.70. Prices obtained at auction are higher all round. 
12 lbs. 36 inch.—These have been enquired for and sales of nearly 12,000 pieces appear in the book, the principal of which being 
S$. 8.8. and H. H. H. chops at $3.90 per piece. 
White Shirtings.—Although no business is reported several transactions have been made among second hands aud the tenvency of the 
imarket is shown by the auction sales whore prices were higher all round. 
T-Oloths.—Nothing reported privately. Prices at auction opened rather weak but improved at the latter sale. 
Sheetings.—We have not heard of any business in Ex@uisu goods but some sales have been made in AMERICAN makes on the basis of 
43.55 for Red Pigeon ¥3.75 for Phenix # and Es. 000 pieces have changed hands. 
Drills.—Sales of Astzricay goods amount to about 25,000 pieces as follow: '3.90 for Piedmont (Four Parrote) 
and Red Pigeon and ¥4.024 for Large and Small Horse.
